DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action has been issued in response to the May 05, 2009 Request For 
Continued Examination and references the Amendments to the Claims, and Remarl<s. 
As a result of amendments (see below), claims 1-3, 5-21, 23-33, and 36 are pending for 
examination, of which claims 1, and 20 are in independent form. 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendments to the Claims have been received and entered, in which 
claims 4, 22, and 34-35 are canceled. Claims 1-3, 5-9, 1 1-21 , 23-24, 26-32, and 36 are 
amended. As a result, claims 1-3, 5-21 , 23-33, and 36 are pending for examination. 
The four claims (7, 9, 1 1 , and 16) that recite "means for" terminology are clearly 
supported in paragraphs [0037], [0038], [0040]-[0043], [0051 ]-[0052] on pages 2 and 3 
of the specification and are also described in Figure 2. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed May 05, 2009 have been fully considered and they 
are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-3, 5-21, 23-33, and 36 have been withdrawn.

3. Claims 1-3, 5-21 , 23-33, and 36 are allowed.
